Today, convenience is getting 
sensible attention; and bathrooms are being planned to serve 
the needs of the family to the best advantage. Individuality is 
striding hand in hand with convenience. People are thinking 
for themselves in terms of what will suit them best. Hence 
this book. It is a guide for you to help you plan your bathroom. 
Let's start with three points — things to remember before 
getting into the subject of "having the bathroom you've 
always wanted." 




FAMILY REQUIREMENTS 

Sit down and figure out your re- 
quirements. How many are there 
in the family? What time schedules 
dictate morning use? Are there any 
slow-pokes? You need to answer 
these and similar questions to de- 
termine what bathroom facilities 
you require.

FOR COMFORT AND CONVENIENCE 

Rvit vou don't stop with color and unusual combinations 
of fixtures. You think of adequate lighting— shaving 
lights, make-up light, etc. You want plenty of mirrors 
on doors, in front of windows or in other convenient 
places. You may even have two medicine cabinets. You

/ \ In the basic arrangement of fixtures in a room, there 

I- — — 1 are a number of factors to take into consideration— 

the location of doors and windows for one — the 
placing of the radiator for another. Generally speaking, fixtures should be 
placed where they will be most convenient, even though this may represent a 
few dollars additional cost. Dollars saved at the expense of convenience will 
prove costly in the long run. Other things that must be considered are the 
location of the stack and the placing of the piping to assure rapid, efficient 
draining. Your architect or plumbing contractor should be consulted early 
on fixture arrangement; for their wide experience will assure you of securing 
a convenient, economical room. 



ARCHITECTURAL AND 
DECORATIVE DESIGN 



The third step is the choosing of materials 
and selecting the color harmony best suited 
to your taste. 



combined with good arrangement make the bath- 
room harmonious. Materials for walls and floors 
should be selected for both utilitv and decorative beautv. There are many 
materials available some of which are mentioned on page 8. It should be 
remembered that the choice of tile, glass or other more expensive materials 
means the bathroom so treated will be permanent. If it is deemed advisable 
to be able to change the treatment at intervals less permanent materials 
such as wall paper for the walls or inexpensive linoleum for the floor can be 
selected. Amplifications of all kinds can be obtained through the use of in- 
teresting details in doors and windows with lighting, cabinets, mirrors, 
dressing tables, etc. In the selection of decorations, with the help and advice 
of your architect, your individuality may have free reign. 

COLOR HARMONY 

There are some basic color rules that serve as a 
guide and assure a pleasing, delightful room. This 
subject, with many suggested harmonies, is dis- 
cussed further in this book. 

In the planning of a bathroom, most people prefer white fixtures. But Crane 
fixtures are also available in a choice of eight colors to suit any taste. These 
include, beside White, Orchid Pink, India Ivory, Citrus Yellow, Sun Tan, 
Pale Jade, Lucerne Blue, Persian Red, and Black. 

This wide variety not only offers a selection to suit any taste, but offers an 
opportunity for interesting color effects in your bathroom as well. With 
white fixtures of course, any color scheme that suits the fancy may be used. 
A little greater care should be exercised when colored fixtures are used. In 
such a case the fixture color should be considered the basic color of the 
bathroom and other colors keyed to it.

PIPING MUST BE PLANNED FOR EFFICIENT OPERATION 




Regardless of the size of the room or its shape — 
one of the six basic arrangements shown here will fit 
it. These basic plans are only intended to show 
fixture arrangements — the location of bathtub, lava- 
tory and closet with relation to each other. 

From these basic plans you can start your bathroom 
layout. The more room you have for a bathroom the 
more opportunity you have to include additional 
fixtures, storage space and many other conveniences 
which today seem so necessary in the modern bath- 
room. 

Tn any bathroom, the fixtures you see are only half 
of the installation; for behind the walls and beneath 
the floor is the hidden piping which brings fresh 
water, removes wastes. Upon their proper planning 
and installation, the efficiency of your bathroom de- 
pends. This piping must, of necessity, be of as high 
a quality as the fixtures themselves if you expect your 
bathroom to continue giving you satisfaction. 

A close relationship between basic bathroom plans 
and the piping system can best be explained by your 
plumbing contractor, whose business it is to know 
these things and whose help to you in planning your 
bathroom will be invaluable.

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THE NEXT STEP IN 
PLANNING AN 
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Bathrooms today are colorful — reflecting the personality of the 
owner — the extent to which you wish to use color in your bath- 
room is largely a matter of personal taste; however, there are 
definite color harmonies which you may follow as a guide and 
which will assure you a room both charming and harmonious 
— one in good taste. 




New colored fixtures will 
help in adding a touch of 
color to the room and where 
colored fixtures are used, 
the color accents should be 
planned to harmonize with 
them. If the fixtures are 
white, there is no end to 
the color possibilities of 
floors, walls, ceilings, towels 
or curtains that may be used. 

On the following pages we have worked out a series of 
pleasing color schemes using blue, green, red, yellow, 
orchid and brown as the basic colors and keying the 
other colors in the room to them. 

It should be noted that each one of these schemes is 
simply intended to show color relation, and you are by 
no means restricted to using the color as indicated in 
the sketch. Thus in the first sketch, the wall might be 
yellow, the light blue might be used on the floor and the 
dark blue might be picked up in the towels and bath 
mat or the curtain. Basically, however, the color 



scheme is the same as that illustrated. 
Whether your room should be bright with color or 
pleasingly treated in pastel shades is largely a matter 
of personal preference. Probably if your bathroom faces 
north you will want bright, sunny colors to predominate 
as this will make the room more cheerful in the dull 
north light. Certainly, if the room is naturally dark, 
light colors will make it more attractive; while on the 
other hand, in a room facing the south you will probably 
prefer cool greens or blues. Where colored fixtures are 
used, they will, to a large measure, determine what 
colors you can most successfully use with them. White 
fixtures, of course, are suitable to any color scheme. 
At any rate, let your bathroom fit your personality and 
pick a color scheme that you, personally like and will 
enjoy, day after day.

But regardless of the importance of floor arrange- 
ment, of color harmony, of architectural details in 
bathroom planning — the subject that should receive 
the most careful consideration is that of fixture selec- 
tion. After all, it is the fixtures in the bathroom that 
have the greatest influence on its appearance; and 
certainly on them the convenience of the bathroom 
is largely dependent.
